SOME UNSCHOOLED REMARKS ON EDUCATION. 

Education (Webster's Ency.clopedic Dictionary) defines as 
the art of developing and cultivating the various physical, intel- 
lectual, aesthetic and moral faculties, involving instruction and 
disqi{^e. We infer from 'Uiese definitions certain problems, 
largely matters of interpretation. The nature and extent of the 
responsibility of the teacher is a debatable issue. The nature and 
extent of the responsibility of the student is similarly needful of 
analysis. The essential purpose of education is a hotly contro- 
vendal isi^. I^ese a^e but a few of the aspects of education 
which at all times should seize liie attention of both onstructciS' 
and student lor atitudes concerning them are always changinjg 
and at no time fiave attitudes been more diversif ield. 

The core of the situation lies in the interpretation of the pur- 
pose of education. Is formal learning a duty, and if so, to what ex- 
tent. Is a privilege, and if so, to wha.t escbrait? Is ii ^imarily 
ment to benefit the individual directly, or rather the society in 
which the individual exists, arid hence, the individual but in- 
directly. 

It would be presumptuous for a student to attempt to solve 
at one stroke either the essence or any of the ramifications of this 
basic problem. However, stating the problem often, no matter 
how inaccurately, may serve to stimulate in analytical minds a 
true understanding of it. Then, the problem understood, the so- 
lution should become more simple. Also, the right to express 
opinion generally about the thing shcaild be exercised by anyone 
interested in the problem. Substantiations and refutations of 
opinions are of value in the whole process of search for a true 
sohition. 

In the opinion of this student, the American aittitude toward 
higher education during recent years has given too much empha- 
sis to the role of college instructors as the responsible parties in 
education and too little emphasis to the role of students as respon- 
sible individuals after truth. Higher education should hold fast 
to its tradlUon of presenting naked facts. The true student re- 
sents having information thrust at him pre-clothed with attiude. 
He rightfully desires to do his own tailoring. His tailoring will 
be suitable if his model is well proportioned and accurate in de- 
tail. Information has heeri con^dered too nuich as something tb 
be instilled into the student and too little as something to be made 
available to satisfy the student's voracious appetite for knowledge. 
A person attending an institution of higher learning has no busi- 
ness there if his mouth doesn't waterr at an opportunity to learn. 
Nothing is more disgusting than the "teach me if you can attitude" 
that exists in so many class-rooms today. War veterans are far 
frc«n being ^e mo^ inurame to this particular disease, painful as 
it is to have to say it. Perhaps this is a result of the "attitude 
rather than fact" situation which we have noticed. As a veteran, 
the writer can speak his mind though it is easily understood how 
a distorted sense of patriotism makes the rymf-v^tmm WQ^BWhsi 
timid. 

Obviously, family, friends, wars and motion pictures have 
moulded the character of the college student of today. At college 
he is past the formative stage. Instructors waste their effort at- 
tempting to remake a character which has been set by the nature 
of the timtes. Suggestions or demands eom^e rnfiig the personal 
and social life of the college attender of today are largely un- 
heeded, or if heeded resented. 

Two groups of advice, one to the instructor, one to the stu- 
dent seems lapiwopriate when considering the situation in which 
"Hie Ajherican college now finds itself. 

Realizing that the role of^ education in the future is not to be 
decided by scholar* but by politicians, ^d r«dizing that politi- 
cians dare not tamper detrimentally with educatioii in a demo- 
cratic society as long as educators and students are true to the 
ethics of their associated callings and are thereby holding the good 
y/iU and admiration of the public, let us now state these sugges-. 
tions for the consideration of the reader. 

To the instructor: Love your subject. Be the most avid 



scholar m your classroom. Maintain your own good character 
and sense oi humor. Attempt no remodeling ot ihe .characters 
Wmc^ you teach.

Committee met January 20, 1947, to 
discuss and revise some of the libra- 

cry regulations concerning fines. A 
report was given of the practices 
followed by 21 college and univer- 
sity libraries, and the following 
changes were recommended by the 
committee 'and approved by the col- 
lege administration. They went 
into effect February 11, 1947. 
New rules for reserve Dooks: 

1. Reserve books charged out for 
overnight use are due the next 
tnorni]|ig at 9:30. Books charged out 
on Saturday are due at 9:30 a. m. 
Monday. 

(Formed books were due at 8:00 
a. m.) 1. 

2. Fines for reserve books shall 
be 2b cents for the first hour or frac- 
tion of an hour and 5 cents for each 
succeeding hour or fraction of an 
hour until the book is returned. 

New rules concerning fines, for 
general circulation books: 

1. A 50 per cent cash discount is 
allowed for payment of fines at the 
time the overdue book is returned. 

2. All fines jo|: $1.00 or more (ex- 
cepting those on Rental books) will 
be sent to the Mansfield Coopera- 
tive Government Association after 
the student has been notifeid twice 
by the library. A service charge of 
50c is addi^ to all student accoimts 
which have to be sent to the Mans- 
field Cooperative Government As- 
sociation for coUection in the Cam- 
pus Book Store. 

3. If the student has not paid his 
bill 10 days after it has been put in 
the hands of the Mansfied Coopera- 
tive Government Association, he 
will be excluded from classes until 
the fine is paid. 

4. Loss of a library book should 
be reported immediately to the li- 
brarian. Books not returned after 
three notifications are considered 
lost, and the borrower is billed by 

» the Mansfield Cooperative Govern- 
ment Association for the total loss

George L. Pahner, who for over 
f<irty years has served as time- 
keeper and linesman at Mansfield 
football games; Dr. Cyril Stout, the 
•quad's movie man; Bertram Fran- 
cis, band director; Edward Pearcy 
and Walter Nosal, assistant coaches, 
and Howard Gair, of WiUiamsport, 
. well known umpire, and James Mc- 
Carthy, of Wilkes-Barre, sports 
writer and broadcaster. 

Coach Casey told of his pleasure of 
working with the team, and called 
them gentlemen and scholars as 
well as athletes. He said that they 
had learned the first great. measure 
of success in their work on the 
gridiron. 

Judge Crichton, of the board of 
trustees, told of his pleasure at be- 
ing with the young men, and said 
that they had learned one of the 
rules of success, which is to stay on 
your feet. He said that it is impor- 
tant to train and control both mind 
and body 

, Toastmaster. Lloyd called on Rich- 
lArd Lowe to introduce the speaker 
of the evening "Dick" was one of 
the two best basketball players 
Mansfield has had, and is a member 
of the board of trustees of the Col- 
lege, and also of the execuUve ^am- 
mittee of the Alumni AWciation. 
He gave a brief history of tjfcie rise 
of Fred Bedenk, the speaker of the 
evening, from his early days as 
player in Mansfield to his present 
position of coach at State College. 

Mr. Bedenk gave some reminis- 
sences of football from the time he 
used to ride into the practices and 
games on the belts of Dean Phelps 
and the late Frank Jerald. He told 
of th^ Various championship teams 
developed at Mansfield. In 1904. 
1905, and 1906, they had a good 
team and had one of the greatest 
quarterbacks in the person of Karl 
Van Norman. They were defeated 
only by Bucknell University, whom 
they held to 5-0. In 1915 Orson 
Wilcox kicked a field goal that is 
still a record in football annals. Mr. 
Wilcox was killed in France during 
World War I. Mr Wilcox and Leon 
Kelley, another outstanding Mans- 
field player, both played with the 
University of Pittsburgh. 

Mahsfield was the high scorer 
among pr^ schools in 1917, when 
"Gazook" Gazella was one of the 
team. He played with Lafayette, 
and later played baseball with the 
Yanks.

' There is a serious situation which 
could be easily remedied if the ad- 
ministration of this college would 
realize the importance of it. I have 
sat, seething with anger, while the 
last two olf-campus lecturers at- 
tempted.'in a diplomatic manner, to 
show the advantages that could be 
derived from a new form of govern- 
ment, ''I do not speak for any or- 
ganization, but for myself, although 
I do belong to some progressive or-- 
ganizations," both speakers strong- 
ly emphasized during the course of 
their speeches. I don't believe that 
this statement was necessary to in- 
sert in their speeches, as this pro- 
pagandistic intention was evident to 
nearly every member of both au- . 
diences. * ■ 

If one wili' read any copy of the- 

current newspaper issues, he will 
note the headlines . and by-lines 
which indicate that tjhe Communist 
Party is slowly gaining a strong 
foothold in this country. It is up 
to us, the students of higher institu-, 
tions of learning, to "squelch" tbese 
leftists before they become too pow- 
erful. It is up to the administration 
of this college to appoint a proof- 
reader to examine the speeches of 
scheduled speakers before they ap- 
pear on the platform.

But when we allow a 
subversive party to have this right, 
which only the democratic form ol 
government alkiws,"wf are bluntly, 
"hanging ourselves with our own 
rope." 

The agency that sent us these two 
speakers should be barred from 
sending us any more of that school 
of op nion. If they are unable to do t 
this, then I am sure we could do 
without this form of cultural (?) 
entertainment.

M A N S F I E L D T R A D 1 T I O N S 



* Mai^ of W take the buildings, 
ptxigress, and traditions of Mans- 
field, for granted. However, with 

this issue of the Flashlight we'd 
like to renew in your minds just 
what there is to our campus that 
makes "Mansfield Traditions" out- 
standing. 

Our beginning was in the year 
1854 when a group of prominent 
citizens met to discuss the possibil- 
ity of establishing in Mansflidd a 
school of higher scholastic rank 
than the county academy. At that 
time, Mansfield, with a population 
of not; more than 300, contained 20 
painted buildings in an area with- 
ihT a^ circIeTtwO^ Mil^^ in diameter.^ 
There were^ soMU stores, 2 small 
hotels, 2 churches, and the single 
school which was housed in a two- 
story frame building then stand- 
ing near the comer of Wellsboro 
Moh Academy Streets. (Quite dif- 
ferent from the Mansfield we know 
in 1947.) The charter was secured 
for the Manslield Classical Semin- 
ary and on January 7, 1858 the 
school was formally opened with 
105 students — a remarkable enroll- 
ment for that day. Only six. days 
after the second term of- s c hool be- 
gan with 150 students in attend- 
ance, the building burned to the 
ground. A member of the first 
board of trustees wrote of the, 
event: "While the walls were still 
falling, and the fire lighting up tiie 
darkness of the night, the friends 
and promoters of the school, un- 
daunted by the disaster, assembled 
and pledged $4000 for the erection 
of the new buildinfi.^"" • " 

After many disappointments the 
btiildlng went up and the people 
began to think that the logical 
thing to do was to make a Normal 
School of the Classical Slminary. 
On December 12, 1862, the Mans- 
field Classical Seminary became 
the State Normal School of the 
^^th District. Professor Fordyce A. 
AUen, Miss Allen's grandfather, 
was the first principal. 

During the early Normal School 
period, the whole school was hous- 
ed in South Hall with a partition 
through the middle, neatly divid- 
ing the bdjfe' quarters from the 
girls'. Heating stoves and oil lamps 
constituted a part of the furnish- 
ings "then considered most mod- 
em." In those days gallant youths 
expressed their devotion to the la- 
dies by bringing up wood instead 
of "saying it with ilowers." And 
the girls w»e inside to study for . 
the night at 6,30. 

The State Council of Education 
fit Its meeting in June 1926 author- 
ized the State Normal School at, 
Itfgmsfield to confer the degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Education 
and in 1927 the name was changed 
to State Teachers OAlei^ iEt i Mans- 
field. 

In this brief synopsis of the his- 
tory of Mansfield State Teachers 
College it has not been" possible to 
pay tribute to all who contributed 
and served the College faithfully 
since its inception^: However, we 
are gratefol to them. Now M us 
look over the traditions which 
along with ' these unknown heroes 
have given our college the beauty 
and elegance it maintains to-day. 

One of the best ways to learn of 
Mansfield's traditions and devel- 
opments is to browse through Old, 
ancient (?) Carontawans. You ©an 
spend many hilarious hours seeing 
the faculty. as they used to be, not- 
ing the cur]!«nt style trends, th§ 
horse drawn school buggies, etc., 
Years ago the title page used to 
carry the entire English transla- 
tion along with Indian word — "The 
Carontawan Alias The Little Town 
On The Hill." 

Early Carontawans contained a 
literary section of" poeafis land stor- 
ies written by the students — how 
different from today! Then there 
was the time when they printed 
long descriptive paragraphs of the 
faculty members, or inserted baby- 
pictures of the students. There 
■ were never individual pictures of 
students except the Seniors, and I 
can find issues when the Fresh- 
men's were not even capitalized. 

Perhaps the greatest change oc- 
curred in 1940-41 wh^ij all the stu- 
doits paid an activity fee of $12

instead of the customary $10 each 
semester and everyone received a 
Caroatawao, It has been ^t way 
ev«r dniee/ 

Many more interesting "quips" 
could be added but just drop into 
the library on your next free night 
and ask to see the old Caronta- 
wans. 

With the first issue of thellash- 
light you are introduced to another 
old written testimony of fact and 
tradition. Watch • now you don't 
criticize it for ever since its first 
recorded issue February 6, 1926, 
we have f ootid sonbarrassing lypo- 
gr^ehllcal erroni. But witiioat the 
Flai^ght we would not be aBlifr to 
read, of Christmas, Thanksgiving, 
and May Day traditions of years 
ago. If you think time and Edi- 
tion hasn't changed just read some 
early copies of the Flashlight. 

In. reviewing thei» holiday tciiy- 
ities for you, we upperclassmeii an- 
ticipate them not only because they 
are some of the richest and most 
meaningful traditions. 

We know you will never forget a 
Thanksgiving at Mansfield. The 
formal dinner, complete with long 
dresses, eating by candlelight, not 
to mention all the trimmings, just 
can't be equaled except perhaps at 
home. It's no wondiar we really feel 
like bursting into melody at the 
traditional sing and v program after 
the dinner. < 

Stepping over the days on the 
calendar to Christmas, we find the 
beautifully decorated "wells". And 
remember - our tree lighting cere- 
mony on first floor! Such lovely 
Christmas readings and music wera 
rendered, so appropriate for the 
occasion! ^lie week before vacation 
is full of Christmas aciivity, and 
the climax is the formal dinner, 
held the night before the students 
leave. Then those privileged se- 
niors carol that night at midnight 
on campus and through town. 

The biggest week end in the year! 
Saturday is Alumni Day! Follow- 
ing an old, old custom, the Alumni 
come from near and far to renew 
their contacts with their Alma Ma- 
ter. At this meeting, the Seniors, 
.capped and gowned, are formally 
inducted into the Alumni Associa- 
tion. In the evening the Music De- 
partm^t takes over and sponsors 



a program of vocal and instru- 
mental music. 

Since the war, baccalaureate and 
commencement exercises have been 
on SuncUiy. At both services, we 
have natlonaUy kiU)wn speakers. 
In 1938 a drastic change took place. 
The faculty donned caps, gowns 
and hoods, and proceeded to join 
ttie ' Seniors in the Academic proces- 
sion. This custom is still followed. 
It won't be long, now! 

Perhaps the object which has re- 
ceived more abuse than praise is 
our Tower Clock which has been 
ticking the years away atop Alumni 
Haa "Give .Me Five Minute 
More'* and an even more recent 
phrase "Hail to Mansfi2ld", gives an 
idea of the reasons for the "of ten- 
sive" glances shot toward the un- 
suspecting face of our "Big Ben"! 

Since Mansfield is in an unusual 
bracket — having no required as- 
sembly, let us look at their history 
and see what makes them so unique. 
A long time ago it was customary 
for the college to assemble every 
day for tihapel. These 6xerdfl(38 
were primarily religious in nature 
and were a means for college an- 
nouncements to made. Now you 
notice quite a change. We no long- 
er call it chapel, nor do we meet as 
often. Faculty, students and out- 
side speakera all._hav€ .a. part in 
plann-'ng and presenting the as- 
semblies. So won't you think 
twice before you decide not to go to 
assembly next time, see what a 
compulsory gu^^ipun would "mean! " 

It is a tradiWbn of Freshmen to 
occupy the front rows in Straughn 
Hall and how lovely the rows look- 
ed during Frosh initiation— like 
green grass ahead. 
Formerly devotions were con- 
ducted by the administrative offi- 
cials or faculty members. However, 
for the past few years Presidents 
and leaders of campus organizations 
have led the devotional period. 

Artists which have appeared on 
Straughan Hall stage in the past 
have been the duo-pianisfts, Whitte- 
more and Lcfwe, soprano, Jessica 
Dragonette, the Navy's pride, the 
U. S. Navy Band, and the , Negro 
baritone, Roland Hayes.
